6. The fourth nan's total kit bag lead was a duplicate of the third 
man's and weighed 97 pounds. Both the third and the fourth nan were the 
better radio operators and each carried equipment for sending and reoeivlag 
▼la W/T. 

7. An aerial delivery container was dropped to the team after it had 
arrived on the ground and signaled by flashlight its position* All radio 
equipment in this bundle was wrapped for burial* The total load of the 
bundle wea 205 pounds. The cargo parachute bad a $00 pound load capacity. 
The contents of the bundle were a* follows*

8. Prior to the flight, the Ukrainian jump master and the pilots 
were briefed together so than in an emergency the jump master could inform 
the jumpers of their approximate location before they bailed out. Three 
Thermit* incendiary grenades were carried to destroy tbs aircraft in case 
it was forced down in enemy territory. Spare parachutes were carried In 
the aircraft to replaoe spy that ware aeoidently or prematurely opened. 

9* On the Csooh-USSfi border the pilots noted that rad flares were 
ignited about two kilometer s to the right of the aircraft's course. Flares 
both red and greenish-whit* ware also observed three kilometers to ths left 
of the aircraft* (hi the return trip approximately fifteen flares ware sew 
to the right of the aircraft and only two or three on the left* Otherwise 
no ground activity was noted which could possibly have had any connection 
with the flight.

(<3888-1006 Shoot V-18, Coordinates B-b6) «• identified and observed 
la detail by the pilot* ot too elo*o rang* to permit tho jwp«« to 
leave tho aircraft on tho first poos ever tho field. On tho second 
poos tho pmmngwl light sig nal Aron tho maptiw party was observed 
by tho co-pilot. Whoa tho boll oat signal was given all four non juqped 
without hesitation. the piano circled again and droppod tho freight 
paokogo right of the reception party's light signal which was observed 
both by tho pilots and the juap master. 

11. W T oontaet with the teas was established lsso than tboaty-four 
hours after their arrival. She first message reported tho safe landing 
of all wMfeore of tho teas and their equipment and concluded with a alga 
off for "several days." 

18. nothing further was hoard via V/t free the tesa until 1 9 June 
whoa the teas indicated successful contact with Major P.'H&JLTAVA of tho 
UHVE. The ooooogo Aron POLTAVA requested political support. That wsssage 
was answered by us with a promise for full logistical assistance conditioned 
on their ability to roooiwo supplies se cur ely. Political su pp ort eonoiotoat 
with 0. S. policy of aelf -det er mi n ation was aloe mentioned. In two cub- 
sequent messages fro* the Ukraine the tow said that powerful snowy operations 
clearly intended to destroy tho Ukrainian resistance organisation had 
havered w/T contact between 20 Hay and IP June. The general toner of the 
me wages loads us to consider it entirely possible that as a result of Idas 
intense essay pressure there is little oontaet b e t w e en the various snail 
units of the underground, no offensive activity and lees actual oontaet 
with the civilian population than in any year in the last decade.
